The Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington, D. C., has recently 
published a report on Wool and 
Manufacturers of Wool, which is 


lation to the subject of which it 
treats. 

From this report it is learned 
that the number of sheep in the 
United States in 1875 was 33,783,- 
600, of which there were 4,683,200 
in California; 4,592,600 in Ohio and 
8,416,500 in Michigan; seven other 
States containing on an average of 
about 1,500,000 each; the remaining 
States had much less. In 1886, 11 
years later, the total number of 
sheep in the United States and 
Territories was 48,822.888; and in 
1887, 44,759,314, being a decrease in 
one year of 3,563,017. In 1887 there 


were in California 6,069,608 sheep; | Jan 


in Ohio, 4,562,913; in Michigan, 2,- 
156,126; and in Texas, 4,761,813, 
showing since 1875 a decrease in 
Ohio and Michigan, While Texas 
more than tripled the number in 
the State in 1875. New Mexico in 
1880 had 2,088,881 sheep, which 
number increased by 1887 to 4,025,- 
742, Oregon in 1875 had 654,400 
| sheep, and in 1887, 1,693,029. Kan- 

sas in 1875 had 118,000 sheep, and 
in Ar 1,107,822. Colorado in 1875 
had .600,000, and in 1837, 1,149,178. 
Nebraska in 1875 had 42,600 sheep, 
and in 1887, 439,700, 

The quantities and value ef the 
wool produced in the United States 
and Territories, as estimated by 
the statistician of the Department | 
of Agriculture, were: In 1885, 155, 
000,000 pounds (value not given); 
in 1875, 192,000,000 pounds, value, 
$94,520,652; iu 1980. 240,000.000 
pounds. value, $90,230,587; in 1886, 
285,000,000 pounds, value, 868.400, 
000. The value of the manufa- 
tures of worsted and woolen goods 
Was: In 1860, $43,207,545; in 1860, 
$65,596,564; in 1870, $177,495,689; in 
1880,$267 ,252,913. 

The interesting fact is mentioned 
that the first sheep introduced into 
this country were brought from 
England to Jamestown, Va) in the 
year 1609. In 1633 a few sheep 
were brought from England to 
Massachusetts, and in the year 
1640 they had increased to about. 
3,000. The first concerted action 
for the imprevement of the stock 
of sheep is said to have come from 
the Society for the Premotion of 
Agriculture of South Carolina. In 


for the first flock of Merino sheep 
kept in the State; but there were 
no importations of Merino sheep 
to any of the States until 1793. 

Since 1850 the Western States 
and Territeries have taken the 
front rank as sheep and wool pro- 
ducing sections. In Texas, New 
Mexico and California there were 
21 sheep ranches in 1880, aggregat- 
ing 3,000,000 sheep and averaging 
about 140,000 to the ranch; the 
greater portion of these (probably 
four-fifths) were in the hands of 
old Mexiceu families. 

The facts given above relate en- 
tirely to the wool industry of the 
United States, and it would be well 
to know that the rest of the world 
has kept pace with us. In the 
thickly-seiiled poriions of Europe, | 
where lands are valuable, there has 
been little or no increase in the 
wool product, but in the English 
dependencies and colonies the 
growth has been as rapid as in this 
couniry,and of late years the River 
Plate country of South America 
has also taken its place in the 
front rank of the wool-growers of 
the world,

iu the United States in 1882 was 
1,266. There were only 93 persons 
executed and 118 lyncbed—in all, 
211. Consequently, very nearly 
1,055 criminals escaped. We say 
very nearly, because some criminals 
may have had more than one vie- 
tim each. If any of those who 
were executed and‘ lynched were 
innocent, then perhaps more than 


1.055 criminals escaped. Under 
uny Government where 1,173 mur- 


derers eut of evéry 1,266 escape 
legal execution it isa wonder that 
there are not 1,000 lynched, instead 
of 118. A mao planning a cold- 
bloudéd murder may safely calcu- 
late upon more than eleven 
chances of escape to less than one 
for his detection, conviction, and 
execution, and taking in the con- 
joint probabilities of legal and ex- 
tra-lezal capital punishment, he 
may safely calculate on five chances 
to one for escape.

sons and daughters to an institution 
where they wili be subjected to the 
poisonous gases that coostantly 
arise from a buris) ground is ridic- 
ulous. Icertainly would not send 
a child of mine there. Got» the 
health office of any city and in- 
quire about the heslth of vettle- 
ments adjacent to graveyards and 
cemetaries and you will find the 
death rate there is greatly in excess 
of what it is elsewhere. Inquire 
into the causes of these deaths and 
you will find that they are mostly 
fevers, diptheria aud oth-r diseases 
that arise from foul gasses. Most 
any physician will tell you, if yeu 
usk bim, that the burial ground 
causes them.“ 

“What would you suggest as a 
2 the graveyard alongside 
of the University?“ 

“Let the people stop burying 
their dead there. If your town 
grows it will bea matter of only a 
few years until all those bodies will 
have to be raised and buried else- 
where. Why the authorities ever 
allowed the graveyards there, where 
the gases vould be watted over the 
town, is more than I can under- 
stand, and to build a State Uni- 
versity adjoining such grounds is 
worse still. I would suggest that 
steps be taken, ani at once, to bave 
the remains removed to grounds 
farther out of town, and that the 
State buy the graveyard and make 
it a part of the University grounds. 
More land is required anyhow for 
the institution if we would have I! 
attain the standing that it should, 
as a State institution, bave. 

“IT would also suggest that some 
measures be adopted to furnish 
means to build wings or annexes to 
the present University building, the 
same to be used for the accommoda- 
tion of students who come from 
other parts of the state. Parent» 
who send their sons aud daughters 
away to school prefer to have them 
looked after by some ry a and 
interested person rather than to put 
them in a boarding bouse or eveu 
iu a private family where they feel 
no restraints upon them. Let some 
live man take hold of the matter 
and present it r to some of 
the moneyed meu in the State. I 
am sure that a numbef of them 
would put up the coin and wait 
until the Legislature meets to be 
reimbursed. 

“No! the people of the State can- 
not expect me to get any belp from 
Congress for the institution until 
they rem alot of the bungling 
work that beeu done. When 
they stepin and accomplish their 

they will find me ready and 
willing todo mine. When I pre- 
sont a claim I want one tbat wiil

horses that are not in use in Win- 
ter. So is fresh air. Horses are 
naturally active, and they love free- 


dom as much as or more than any 


ing true, there are many mistakes 
made in the way that idle horses 
are kept during the Winter. Sta- 
bles are turned into prisons and 
the doors are unbarred only when 
the horses are led out to water. 
Sometimes this opportunity for 
exercise is denied them, and the 
water is carried into them. The 
walls and ceilings are made close 
and tight to keep the cold air out 
and the hot and impure air in. 
Ventilation is not taken into con- 
sideration, and the cracks that are 
found around the doors are de- 
pended upon for the fresh air fund. 
Farmers who have the best inter- 
ests of their horses at heart will 
not keep their horses in this way. 
It is an expensive as well as a cruel 
way to Winter horses. Good sheds 
that will protect from rain and 
wind, built in or along the side of 
a small field or lot, is the best ar- 
rangement that can be made for 
the comfort of horses that are not 
in vse. The sheds should be large 
enough to allow the horses plenty 


of room for comfort, the doors or 


entrances should be made so that 
there is no danger of injury in 
passing in and out, and the field or 
lot should be entirely free from all 
rubbish, etc. With such an ar- 
rangement the horses can have all 
the exercise they want; they can 
have their choice in regard to shel- 
ter, and feeding and caring for 
them is a much less job than where 
they are stabled all the time, as 
their rough feed can be given them 
out doors, which is quite an item 
in itself. The outlay in fixing up 
this kind of Winter quarters need 
not be heavy, as sheds can be built 
out of cheap lumber, or straw 
sheds could be re 
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Care of the Oolt's Feet. 


A writer in the American Culti- 
vator gives some good points in 
the following: “Tbe breeder should 
not forget that feet of young stock 
require attention now as much as 
at any time in their lives, and more 
than in Summer. The reason is 
that young stock is generally con- 
fined at this time of tLe year to 
yards that are covered with straw, 
and there is little or no wear upen 
the rim of the feet. The feet go 
on growing larger, while the lower 
foot binds it and pinches the inter- 
nal machinery of the foot. More- 
over, colts that are not given plenty 
of room for exercise are likely to 
kick in their stalls, and thus re- 
ceive injuries that will terminate 
in permanent injury. The toes, 
too, will grow to excessive length, 
throwing the strain unduly en the 
back tendons, and unduly pinching 
the anterior joints of the foot. I 
speak from what I have seen when 
I say that neglect of the feet in 
colts is a fruitful source of ring- 
bone and other kindred diseased 
cenditions of the foot. The colt 
should be taken into a barn witha 
plank floor, held by one man while 
another takes a sharp two-inch 
chisel and a mallet, if the colt is 
not, as he should be, broken to have 
his feet handled. The surplus hoof 
can be easily, quickly and safely re- 
moved; the heels will have a chance 
to spread and the feet will ap- 
proach at least their natural bear- 
ing. A better way would be to 
have the feet pared all round the 
foot from below, as the angles of 
the bars cannot be got at under the 
former method; but if the colt is 
not broken to handling, it will be 
best to try the former method. 

Feeding Pregnant Mares. 

In his last report the Secretary 
of the Ontario Agricultural Bureau 
noted the fact that there had been 
an unusual fatality among the 
brood-mares and foals, and that 
many ot the foals when dropped 
were weak and undeveloped. By 
investigation it was found that in 
the sections from which these mis- 
fortunes were reported there was 
a scarcity of hay, straw and other 
bulky goods, and that grain had 
been cheap and plentiful. The 
conclusion came to in this connec- 
tion was that grain had been fed 
too liberally to the mares during 
pregnancy; that the concentrated 
foods did not distend the stomach 
to such an extent as would hay, 
straw or cornstalks, and as a result
